Sunday “I feel stronger this morning,” but an Army 
spokesman announced he will probably remain in the 
hospital longer than the two-week period first expected. 


“The general’s condition has 
improved somewhat but remains 
serious although not critical,” 
stated a medical bulletin issued at 
Lenox Hill Hospital. 


MacArthur was admitted Fri- 
day for treatment of what was 
described as a nonmalignant ob- 
struction in the urinary tract. 


“Considerable time -will be re- 
quired to complete a full evalua- 
tion of the general's condition,” 
the bulletin said. 


Asked if this indicated MacAr- 


thur would be hospitalized longer 
than the two weeks announced aft- 
er he entered the hospital, the 
spokesman Col. Gordon Barclay 
said: ‘The general will remain in 
the hospital at least two weeks, 
but probably longer.”

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Road Toll Justifies 
Traffic Safety Bills 


, A number of bills to improve traffic 
safety on Georgia highways, with the 
acking of the State Department of Pub- 
lic Safety, have been introduced in the 
Gen¢ral Assembly. They are a beginning 
toward bringing law enforcement and 
safety measures up to a standard in keep- 
ing with today’s requirements. 

“Georgians were given an excellent 
picture of the over-all safety problem, 
including why additional legislation is 
needed, vesterday on The Constitution’s 
Press Gallery program on WSB-TV by 
Col. William P. Trotter, head of the State 
Department of Public Safety, and Maj. 
R. H. Burson, commander of the state 
patrol. 

While some of the ™easures are con- 
troversial, including one to authorize use 
of unmarked patrol cars, they are de- 
signed to deal with a situation which re- 
quires drastic action. Death and destruc- 
tion on our streets and highways con- 
tinue at a rate which justifies such ac- 
tion. 


The President’s Committee on Traffic 
Safety, of which Atlanta’s Robert. R. 
Snodgrass is a member, reports that U.S. 
traffic fatalities in 1959 will approximate 
38,000 dead. This toll, together with addi- 

onal thousands injured and billions in 
roperty damage, prompts the committee 
o urge law enforcement and public agen- 
cies everywhere to apply the tested tech- 
niques of its action program with great- 
er vigor. The program calls for:

Enactment by every state and commu- 
nity of sound laws, uniform traffic laws and or- 
dinances; fair, firm and impartial enforcement 
of these laws and ordinances by properly 
trained ‘and adequately equipped state and 
lotal police forces; traffic courts that dis- 
pense fair and impartial justice; fostering 
respect for the law and support of its en- 
forcement. 

Reasonable but strict requimements for 
obtaining and retaining a driver's license; 
development by all states and communities of 
adequate and uniform accident reports and 
use of this information to determine correc- 
tive action; 
new highways and maintenance of those 
now existing; periodic inspection of all motor 
vehicles; nationwide instruction of ymmg peo- 
ple in driving; progressive improvement of 
motor vehicle design and. construction. 


The proposed Georgia legislation on 
safety would help achieve these. objec- 
tives. However, there are still other cor- 
rective measures to be achieved in this 
action program. We are far from a uni- 
form system of traffic courts and the 
patrol, even though enlarged, will- still 
be’ undermanned. 

We commend the State Department 
of Public Safety for its efforts to correct 
bagic weaknesses in the Georgia pro- 
gram. But only through full public sup- 
port of firm measures to end the slaug 
ter and destruction 
fectiveness be achieved.

The 
suggested facility is badly needed and 
its activation should not be blocked by 
technicalities. 

The alcoholic commission has func- 
tioned well and its members would con- 
tinue to serve as an advisory board un- 
der the arrangement sought by the ad- 
ministration.

De Gaulle’s Stand 
Deserves Support 


WASHINGTON—For the second time in his 
long career Charles de Gaulle of France is a 
figure of heroic resistance in a Western world 


that already owes him much. And that world is now refusing to give 
him one-fifth of the support he deserves. Half 4 generation ago, this 
man of great haughtiness—but of great honor—staked his life and his 
country on a seemingly hopeless fight against the Nazi occupation of 


France. 

At last, after bitter years, he 
was able to sit, ramrod-stiff, in 
the Cathedral of Notre Dame at 
a Mass said on a memorable sum- 
mer day in thanksgiving for the 
liberation of Paris. 

This correspondent remembers 
that day, for he was present in 
the cathedral. And he recalls, too, 
the cold, total unapproachibility 
of that remote figure in the uni- 
form of a general of the French 
armies — the personality which 
was then, as now, making it hu- 
manly difficult for many to pay 
him his due. 

Alone among the free world’s 
Jeaders, De Gaulle has fully un- 
derstood the true challenge of 
this century. Everywhere the con- 
test at bottom is between those 
who wish to find imperfect but 
workable solutions and those who 
violently ‘and on “‘principle’’ re- 
ject all .solutions except the one 
that is quite impossible to obtain. 
This is the ‘solution, of absolute 
perfection — in their eyes. 

The tragedy of Algeria lies in 
this. De Gaulle has worked with 
devotion to find a middle way. He 
has on the one side the Arab Al- 
gerian independence extremists 
who demand everything ali at 
once. And he has the French set- 
tler extremists who really would 
refuse to give a single inch to the 
independence movement. 

He is the head of a country that

The troops were thick in the 
downtown area around the barri- 
cades where the insurgents on 
sentinel duty peered, watchfully 
over the parapets. 


Army leaders appeared satis- 
fied over the success of their seal- 
ing-off operation during the after- 
noon. The concentration of troops 
and equipment was one of the 
biggest since the start of the dis- 
orders. 


Despite the new get-tough policy, 
Gen. Jean Crepin, the Algiers 
region army commander, an- 
nounced that no immediate assault 
on the barricades were planned. 


He made no mention of the fu- 
ture but the announcement was 
taken to indicate that now it has 
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would try to wear down the insur- 
gents by isolating their camps be- 
fore contemplating further action. 
In a broadcast earlier in the day, 
Crepin said the army hoped to 
avoid bloodshed if at all: possible. 


However, De Gaulle is due in 
Algeria Friday on a visit and 
there was speculation the army 
has been told to have the situation 
in order before his arrival. 


The crisis in Algeria began its 
second week with the first deaths 
since that initial bloody Sunday 
that took 26 lives. The bombing 
that killed five permitted the men 
behind the barricades to get tem- 
porary reinforcements. 


As smoke rose and the army 
lines fell back to allow ambu-

Development Sunday. 


The proposal for an annual fed- 
eral expenditure of about ,$600,- 
000,000 was accompanied by a 
call for drastic *‘mandatory”’ re- 
organization of the public schools 
in order to assure greater effi- 
ciency and economy. 


The proposals. represent the 
first major endorsement.of fed- 


eral aid to education by a nation- 


al organization representing busi- | a 
as | 


ness and industry as well 


academic leadership. 

The committee is composed of 
180 leading business men and edu- 
cators. Its support of federal aid 
can be expected to influence the 
current debate over stich legisla- 
tion in Washington. While it does 
not go as far as recent recom- 
mendations by the Democratic 
Advisory Council, it considerably 


exceeded the administration's pro- 
posals. 


“The national interest in good 
schools everywhere and the na- 
tional interest in a decentralized 
school system are not irreconcil- 
ablef’ said the 90-page report, 
“naying for better public 
schools.’’ The solution calls “for 
the assumption of an important 
but limited responsibility by the 
federal government, it said. 


But while supporting the idea 
of decentralized schools, generally 
known as “local control,” the 
report urged a “‘fresh attack”’ on 
system that it feels is broken up 
into too many self-contained small 
parts. 

It said that a large proportion of 
the present 45,000 local school dis- 
tricts were “much too small to 
provide good schools at all or to 
provide any kind of schools ef- 
fectively.”” The committee de- 
manded state action to reduce the 
total to less than 10,000 school 
districts.

NBC-TV’s decision to cancel the Friday Night 
Fights which have been sponsored by Gillette for 
many years, has prompted some inquiries by readers 
who want to know “what is really behind this move?”
